Saviour fills the middle of the composition, and is accom- 
panied by little figures of angels who hold chalices 
beneath the hands and feet; on either side, on lesser 
crosses, are the two thieves, the penitent thief looks 
towards our Lord, the other has his face averted, an 
angel is carrying off the soul of the penitent thief, and 
a demon the soul of his fellow ; in the centre, on the 
left, Longinus is shown as an equestrian figure piercing 
the side of our Lord, another equestrian figure balances 
the other side, at the foot of the cross Our Lady, St. 
Dorothy, Centurion and figures, 3li. high, 14in. wide 


Though the Centurion is sometimes depicted as an 
equestrian figure, it is unusual to find equestrian 
figures in a Crucifixion carving.

Richard Plantagenet, second son of King John, was 
created Earl of Cornwall and Count of Poitou in 1225, 
and assumed the Eagle device as King of the Romans in 
1257. 


Thirty-four of these weights have been found in Great 
Britain, of which twenty-six are in museums. No two 
are exactly alike in weight, size or heraldry.
